LATONIA STAKES. 
N New York Wednesday morning of last week 
we read on the sporting pages of several of the 
daily newspapers numerous lines extolling the La- 
tonia Jockey Club for having increased values of 
its stakes events and for having fixed $10,000 as 
the minimum of added money to any of the events 
closing Thursday, April 2. Knowing, as we did, 
that the Latonia Jockey Club merely had elimi- 
nated three stakes (Quickstep Handicap, Inaugu- 
ral Handicap and Harold Stakes) carrying $5,000 
added each, and then added $5,000 more to three 
other stakes (Clipsetta Stakes, Cincinnati Trophy 
and Enquirer Handicap) making $10,000 added to 
each (see page 507 of THE BLOOD-HORSE last week 
under caption, “Fewer and Better Stakes’), we 
wondered how the press agents of the Latonia 
Jockey Club expected to get away with that sort 
of duplicity without being called down by the Turf 
writers. 

But they seem to have gotten by very well until 
now, for on our return to Lexington we picked up 
The Herald-Post (Louisville), March 19, and 
found Robert E. Dundon saying: “Kentucky seems 
destined to have the best racing it will ever have 
enjoyed during the coming season. Latonia’s 
stakes have been increased, in many instances 
doubled, all of the $5,000 added events being 
made $10,000 for the summer session at the 
Covington track.” 

Then, on the same page, we read this by V. 
Sanders: “Col. M. J. Winn, general director of 
the American Turf Association, in conjunction

with the local management of the Latonia track. 
did a magnanimous thing when he doubled the 
amounts to be contributed in several stakes races 
at the Milldale course for the coming summer 
meeting. There will be no stake run at Latonia 
worth less than $10,000 added. . . . He not only 
increased the stakes, but refused to cut the 
purses which have always been attractive to per- 
sons who race their Thoroughbreds there from 
‘eend to eend.’” 


One would have a right to suppose that our 
friends of The Herald-Post should know the facts 
and that they would present them as clearly as 
THE BLOOD-HORSE previously had done, for THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was issued two days before the 
statements above quoted were published in The 
Herald-Post, but they also blindly accepted the 
press agents’ version without taking the trouble 
to compare the stakes to close on Thursday, 
April 2, with the list of stakes decided at the 
summer meeting last year. 


We are sorry to see the Harold Stakes aban- 
doned. It was a good 2-year-old colt attraction 
when Latonia meetings were held in the spring. 
We have the notion that possibly the fact that 
Latonia has elected to race in July, when Ar- 
lington Park is holding the boards at Chicago, 
may have actuated the cutting off of three stakes 
and the building up of added money to three 
others. Arlington Park’s bill of attractions is 
so big that something had to be done to give 
Latonia an air of further respectability in the 
matter of stakes money, and Colonel Winn very 
likely did the only thing that he could do under

the circumstances, but why should the press 
agents elect to deceive the public in the matter? 
It is bad policy. Why not put the cards on the 
table, face up? The people like it better than 
they do even the slightest form of deception. 


A NOTE ON PHALARIS. 

HEN Phalaris died at Lord Derby’s Side 

Hill Stud, Newmarket, February 28, breed- 
ers the world over began to weigh the conse- 
quences of his death. The stallion had become 
a fashion, for his get had the high flight of 
speed necessary to Turf success in these latter 
days. A sprinter himself, he was at his best 
at a mile, with a mile and a quarter as his ap- 
parent limit, but some of his best get earned their 
greatest successes in distance races. Pharos, 
one of his first crop, was second in the Derby 
and was afterwards reckoned to be the best of 
his age up to one and one-quarter miles. Manna 
won the Derby, and in 1928 Fairway, a real 
stayer, own brother to Pharos, took the St. Leger, 
one and three-quarters miles. These distance 
successes were somewhat of a surprise to Eng- 
lish breeders and writers, and they explained 
them by calling attention to the fact that most 
of the stamina of Phalaris’ classic winners ap- 
peared to come from their dams’ side. Scapa 
Flow, for instance, the dam of Pharos and Fair- 
way, won three races over one and one-half miles 
and had a pedigree largely of distance runners. 
*Carlaris, which set a track'record for one and 
one-quarter miles at Tijuana in the Coffroth 
Handicap, was by Phalaris out of Carnival. 
Carnival was a daughter of Martagon, which 
was not at his best until he was racing at two 
miles and two and one-half miles, and was out 
of a half-sister of Santa Brigida, representative 
of a noted distance family. The average dis- 
tance of races won by the get of Phalaris is a 
little short of eight furlongs. 

The lesson is plain. The strongest influence in 
American breeding is Domino. The temptation 
will be strong to combine the blood of Domino 
with that of the young Phalaris stallions in this 
country. But American breeders should remem- 
ber the success of Phalaris depended mostly upon 
his matings with mares of “distance blood.” 
There are no sure things, of course, in Thorough- 
bred breeding, but one can depend upon it with 
reasonable certainty that sprinters bred to 
sprinters will produce sprinters.

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MALE LINE TRENDS

ANY years ago, when the Shah of Persia 
was on an official visit to the late Queen 
Victoria in England, he was taken to see the 
races at Ascot or Goodwood, and when asked 
how he enjoyed himself, is reported to have re- 
plied, with more emphasis than politeness, that 
he had been “terribly bored!” and that racing 
seemed to him very stupid. When his hosts ex- 
pressed surprise at this, he is reported to have 
said, ‘Well, any fool knows that one horse will 
run faster than another and so what is the use 
of taking all that trouble to see them do it?” 
He evidently missed the point that there is a 
great pleasure to any man with sporting and 
horse loving instincts, in simply trying to figure 
out why one horse is better than his fellows. So 
much thought has been given to this by so many 
and such clever men; the reasons are so numer- 
ous, so varied and so complicated, that we have 
little hope of shedding much light on the prob- 
lem, but we give below a few observations on 
one aspect only of the case, viz: on successful 
blood lines; and while there is nothing very 
definite than can be said, it is hoped that these 
remarks will, at least, supply some food for 
thought. 

Let us commence, then, by stating a few 
facts that are well known to practical horsemen: 
First—There are three successful progenitors of 
the Thoroughbred race horse, Eclipse, Herod and 
Matchem. Second—The blood of these three 
horses is present in the modern Thoroughbred to 
such an extent that there is practically no other 
tail male line in existence. Third—The relative 
percentages of Eclipse, Herod and Matchem blood 
in classic winners has varied considerably in the 
last 150 years and there have been some sur- 
prising and apparently inexplicable rises and falls 
in the value of certain branches of each of these 
three great lines 

It would make this article too long to deal in 
detail with special instances of unexpected merit 
cropping up, or instances of families dying out, 
or partially so, when everything seemed going 
well. So let us just mention the Matchem horse 
Barcaldine as an instance of a very great horse 
produced from a line that had been losing ground 
—and not only a great horse but the sire of 
successful sires. There are too many instances, 
of course, of horses of the most successful fam- 
ilies, that have failed to produce anything like 
as good as themselves or their ancestors, and 
whose branch, however promising at first, has 
retrograded and now appears only through some 
female descendant. 

The relative value of Eclipse, Herod and 
Matchem lines has been a debatable subject for 
generations, so let us give a few figures here 
which were worked out by a celebrated English 
authority in the early years of the century, on 
the percentages of the blood of each of these 
horses in classic race winners in England for 
20-year periods, from 1777 to 1897. He gives 
‘ the percentage of Eclipse, Herod and Matchem 
blood in English-classic winners as follows: 

Herod 48.21 Eclipse

“Since 1897 things have gone even worse with 

Herod, and Matchem has improved a little owing

Barcaldine.” 


Remember—this was written about 1908. 

In order to see how these percentages have 
been working out of late years, we have gone 
through the pedigrees of the winners of 30 
classic races, the Two Thousand Guineas, Derby 
and St. Leger, 10 each, from 1921 to 1930 in- 
clusive, and we find that the percentages run as 
below. We should point out that our method 
of figuring these percentages may differ con- 
siderably from the method employed by the Eng- 
lish authority quoted above. We have worked 
these to the fifth generation and then taken the 
eight male ancestors in that generation and 
traced them back to their source, Eclipse, Herod 
or Matchem. For instance, take Call Boy, Derby 
winner 1927. His eight male ancestors, beginning 
at the top, in the fifth generation were: Bar- 
caldine (M), Hagioscope (E), Springfield (E), 
Thurio (H), Kendal (E), Le Noir (E), Galopin 
(E), Kilwarlin (M). His percentages, according 
to our figuring, are: Eclipse, 6214; Matchem, 25; 
Herod, 1214. 

Taking the other 29 winners and treating 
them in the same way (where a horse won two 
Classics, as Trigo, we have treated him as two 
horses), and adding their percentages to Call 
Boy’s, we find as follows: 

Eclipse, 89.16, with 23 out of 30 direct tail male; 

Herod, 6.67, with 3 out of 30 direct tail male; 

Matchem, 4.17, with 4 out of 30 direct tail male. 

Still confining our remarks to ancestors of 
winners of these 30 races, we find the only suc- 
cessful Herod horses in tail male are The Te- 
trarch and his son, Tetratema. 

The only successful Matchem horse in tail male 
is Hurry On, a great grandson of Barcaldine. 

The successful Eclipse horses in tail male, are 
as follows: Through Stockwell, 11; through 
(Isonomy) Oxford, 6; through Touchstone, 4, and 
through Amphion, 2. 

The following table should enable the reader 
to note, at a glance, the lines through which 23 
of the last 30 classic winners in England trace 
back to the great Eclipse.

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St. Simon’s name appears no less than 35 times 
in the pedigrees of these 30 classic winners 
(counting a double winner as two horses), but 
not once in tail male. 

Eclipse blood is predominant in a very marked 
degree: Certain Eclipse lines have shown a per- 
sistency in decided contrast to others. And oc- 
casional brilliance is shown by Herod and 
Matchem lines. 

Some questions also arise: Is such occasional 
brilliance the result of lucky outcrossing or of 
judicious selection? Is the brilliant St. Simon 
family going to fade away in the male line? If 
so, is that to be accounted for by anything in the 
line Eclipse to St. Simon, or by reasons subse- 
quent to St. Simon and his brilliant sons? In 
other words, is persistency of blood influence 
lacking in that particular branch? 

The percentage of Eclipse, Herod and Matchem 
blood in the female lines shows little difference 
from the top line, except that St. Simon blood is 
very prominent. 

However, this article is probably long enough. 
‘The field of investigation is immense and prac- 
tically unlimited. We will conclude by suggest- 
ing that if (however wildly improbable) this 
should ever come to the attention of any 
descendant of the above mentioned Shah of 
Persia, he will recognize that there is more in 
horse racing than meets the eye of the casual 
visitor to a race track. 


THE HIMYAR STUD SALE 


HOROUGHBRED breeders and stud masters 

are giving attention to the opportunities 
which will be provided by the sale of the horses 
of Phil T. Chinn and the Himyar Stud, Inc., un- 
der the receivership of Joseph Harting. Many a 
good horse will be picked out of the sales ring 
at Old Hickory Farm when the auction takes 
place on Thursday, May 14, two days before the 
running of the Kentucky Derby. 

Of the four sires to be disposed of the reputa- 
tion of High Time is country-wide and requires 
no gilding. Flittergold is a full brother to Fair 
Play and is sire of Roguish Eye. *Donnacona 
for years has been one of the most prolific sires 
in this country. Last year he finished seventh 
on the list of sires. Fifty-six of his issue won 
133 races and collectively they earned $158,904. 
‘The fourth sire, Noah, has had but one crop of 
foals of racing age. They were 2-year-olds in 
1930. Five of them were returned winners of 
eight races. To date this year Noah has been 
represented by two winning 2-year-olds, one of 
which, Dove, won four consecutive races at Mi- 
ami without defeat. 


The mares are particularly desirable. The ma- 
jority of them are young and many are safely 
in foal to successful sires. Col. E. R. Bradley, 
master of the Idle Hour Stud, placed a stud fee 
of $5,000 for service to Black Toney this year. 
There are three Black Toney mares in this sale, 
all young and all choicely bred. 


For years Sweep mares have been eagerly 
sought after by intelligent breeders. There are 
a number of Sweep mares in this consignment 
and particular attention is called to Georgia 
Rose, a bay mare, foaled in 1922, by Sweep out 
of *Sea Mist. This mare is safely in foal to 
*North Star III and the foal will be bred along 
lines similar to the Kentucky Derby winner, 
Bubbling Over. The leading broodmare sire in 


this country in 1930 was Celt. In this vendue 
are two daughters of Celt. One, Leghorn, is out 
of the famous producer Tuscan Red. That she 
is in foal to the rising sire, Sun Flag, adds to her 
attractiveness. 


The leading broodmare sire in England last 
year was the Derby winner, Sunstar. Sunstar is 
represented by the young imported mare, Sun- 
tints, foaled in 1925 out of Tintara. 

As Sunstar mares have gained renown as pro- 
ducers, so should the daughters of his son, *North 
Star III. Despite the fact that relatively few 
*North Star III mares are old enough to have 
produced issue of racing age they are the dams 
of such high class stakes winners as Blue Lark- 
spur and Baba Kenny. 


Bloodstock pundits are a unit in believing the 
daughters of *Stefan the Great will in the near 
future gain a high reputation. This belief is 
strengthened by the fact that one of the leading 
2-year-olds in England last year, Portlaw, is out 
of the *Stefan the Great mare, Portree. The 
Himyar Stud is including in this sale two daugh- 
ters of *Stefan the Great. 

Some of the shrewdest breeders in the country 
have an abiding faith in the future of High Time 
and Pennant mares. Mares by Ultimus, sire of 
High Time, and by Peter Pan, sire of Pennant, 
have already made reputations as broodmares 
and the logical assumption is that mares by their 
sons will do likewise. 


Some of the mares are so attractive that they 
cannot be passed by without comment. For in- 
stance, there is the imported 3-year-old mare, 
*Heterodyne, by Blandford out of Torlisten. 
Blandford in a short stud career has sired two 
Derby winners. Torlisten is a young daughter 
of Torloisk out of Loyal Cheer and is one of the 
jewels of Marshall Field’s famous English stud. 
*Sly Wink is one of the two Mordant mares in 
this country, *Lucrative being the other. *Sly 
Wink, out of Hazel and Blue, has carved a niche 
for herself as the dam of the good race horse 
Rougish Eye. Then there is Windlass, foaled in 
1925, by the super-horse Man o’ War out of the 
*Star Shoot mare, Milky Way, therefore a full 
sister to War. She is in foal to the Ultimus sire, 
Infinite. 


Among the mares most in demand abroad are 
daughters of the Derby winner, Lemberg. The 
Himyar Stud offers in this vendue *Austrian 
Wings, 4-year-old bay mare by Lemberg out of 
Silver Bird. 

The mare that should intrigue the interest of 
every bloodstock student is *Minaret II, a bay 
daughter of Ksar out of Lisette IX. This is the 
best Widener blood. Ksar was the greatest race 
horse of his era in France. Lisette IX is by 
Mordant out of St. Lucre, by St. Serf, next dam 
*Fairy Gold. This mare is a three-parts sister to 
Confidence, one of the best 2-year-olds in France, 
1930, winner of three races in four starts in the 
Red and White stripes of Joseph E. Widener. 
This mare is in foal to Crusader. 


In recent years *All Gold mares have produced 
Twenty Grand, Jolly Roger and Spot Cash. Miss 
Fortune, in foal to Crusader, is by *All Gold out 
of Stickling. Then there is Pinkie, a chestnut 
daughter of Delhi out of *La Grande Armee. 
This mare is the dam of the good stakes winner, 
Karl Bitel. 

There are many other attractive mares in the 
list but lack of space precludes an extended re- 
view of them.

ATES for stakes to be run at three of New 

York’s 1931 meetings were announced last 
week. The Wood Memorial Stakes, earliest test 
of 3-year-old calibre, will be run at Jamaica, 
Saturday, May 2.

CLASSIC AND AMERICAN DERBY ENTRIES. 


HE list of nominations for the two biggest 

3-year-old stakes on the Illinois racing cal- 
endar were released for publication last week-end. 
The American Derby, to be run at Washington 
Park, June 20, one week after the Belmont Stakes, 
drew 148 entries. The Classic, Arlington Park’s 
chief race, closed with 134. The Classic is open to 
supplementary nominations, at $500 each, up to 
June 1. The American Derby’s 148 nominations 
constitute the largest entry list of any of the big 
3-year-old specials. The Classic is the only one 
of the group in which Jamestown, Equipoise, 
Twenty Grand, Siskin, Insco, Vander Pool, Don 
Leon and Oswego are all eligible. Epithet is in 
the American Derby, but not in the Preakness, 
Kentucky Derby or Classic. Jamestown is in 
none of these four stakes except the Classic. 
Equipoise, Mate and Twenty Grand are in all 
four. Equipoise, Jamestown, Twenty Grand and 
Epithet are eligible for the Belmont Stakes, but 
Mate is not. The Classic is likely to be the rich- 
est race for 3-year-olds in the world this year, 
with its value of $70,000 added. The conditions 
and nominations for the two Illinois specials 
follow:

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CAMDEN IS SELLING OUT 


ON. JOHNSON NEWLON CAMDEN, whose 

Hartland Stud, near Versailles, Kentucky, 
has given the Turf many notable performers 
during the 37 years of its existence, is retiring 
from the field in which he has been a conspicu- 
ous figure and has instructed C. J. Fitz Gerald to 
sell his entire collection of breeding bloodstock, as 
well as the horses now in training at the historic 
Lexington course. The sale, which will be held 
on Tuesday, May 12, at the farm some 15 miles 
from Lexington, will be cried by the noted expert, 
George A. Bain, and will comprise 80 mares, four 
stallions and 10 horses in training that will be 
ready for the approaching campaign. 

The Hartland dispersal will be the most im- 
portant offering of bloodstock in the United 
States since the sale of the Nursery Stud six 
years ago, when Mr. Fitz Gerald, acting under in- 
structions from Joseph E. Widener, disposed of 
a group of mares and stallions including the noted 
sire Fair Play for almost $800,000. This was a 
record for an American bloodstock vendue with 
Fair Play, then 20 years old, bringing $100,000 
and the broodmare Qu’elle Chance $45,000. 

Like the late Major August Belmont, who de- 
veloped the Nursery Stud, Senator Camden has 
spared no expense in assembling the elements 
that have contributed to the success of Hartland. 
A close student of bloodlines he sought diligently 
for the material which he deemed essential. The 
best stallions and mares available at home were 
secured. The treasure houses of English and 
French bloodstock were next invaded with the re- 
sult that the balance at Hartland so far as blood- 
stock production and racing goes is on the right 
side of the ledger. Horses bred at Hartland 
since 1894 when Spendthrift, great grandsire of 
Man o’ War, and 30 mares secured from James, 
R. Keene, formed the nucleus of an establish- 
ment which has achieved international fame, have 
won in stakes and purses upward of $3,000,000. 

While imported horses like *Esher and *Oddfel- 
low played their part in the period around 1900, 
the acquisition of Ben Brush, founder of the 
Broomstick tribe, and the importation of *Light 
Brigade furnished strains of blood that proved 
most potent. These horses had been conspicu- 
ously successful on the race course, the former 
the acknowledged champion of his day in this 
country, while *Light Brigade has many im- 
portant races to his credit in England, 10 of 
them in succession. Ben Brush has gone to his 
fathers, and his grave is marked by a tablet. 
*Light Brigade lives on and is vigorous at 21. He 
and his lordly son, Hydromel, whose dam is by 
Ben Brush, will be among the offerings on 
May 12. 

Quick to take advantage of conditions, Senator 
Camden was among the first to sense the value 
of the blood of Domino. Peter Quince, a grand- 
son of that horse, has given Hartland the quick- 
ening blood of this remarkable progenitor, whose 
elements have assimilated perfectly with those 
of Ben Brush and *Light Brigade. To carry on 
these strains and introduce still another element 
of success, the young horse Nocturnal, who 
boasts of two crosses each of Ben Brush and of 
Domino and a stout Hanover cross, was secured. 
*Craigangower, son of Polymelus and the Spear- 
mint mare, Fortuna, was brought from England 
to aid in the good work. Both these young horses 
are in the sale and should be in demand. 

The names of stakes winning performers bred 


at Hartland are le- 
gion. A few of the 
most conspicuous are 
the lamented Rose of 
Sharon, the best 3- 
year-old filly of her 
year and when at the 
top of her powers the

the Third, Frigate Bird is not only a fine Derby 
prospect but a potential sire as well. Among the 
mares are Oh Susanna, Rothermel, Dark Phan- 
tom, Lady Rotha, One Step, *Petite Marmite, 
Enigma, Helium, Sard, Madras, *Flower of Yar- 
row, Lucina, Casuarina, Grackle, Tanagra, Flat- 
tery, Paris Queen, Glamour, Biskra, Marmite, 
*Espoir Dore, Caledonia, “Little Muff, Beauteous, 
Idle Hour, Dulcy, Belgian Queen, Serge, Sym- 
phorosa, Sister, Palette, Rima, Calabre, Bellita 
and Lorraine. 


Several of the mares already have foals at foot, 
while others will have produced before the day 
of the sale. *Flower of Yarrow has a fine colt 
by *Sir Gallahad ITI and Oh Susanna an unusual 
foal of the same sex by Nocturnal. 


While most of the mares have been booked to 
the home sires, Senator Camden, always eager 
in his search of desirable blood, has taken services 
to outside stallions this year. Thus *Pamfleta 
goes to *St. Germans while Oh Susanna and 
Rothermel are booked to *Epinard. *Anchors- 
holme will be bred to Supremus and *Golden 
Feast to Stimulus. *Flower of Yarrow will be 
mated with Chance Shot. 


Those who attend the sale will find much to 
admire at Hartland with its magnificent manor 
house and 1,900 acres of fertile land, studded with 
splendid oaks and walnuts. Breeders of sheep 
and cattle, as well as bloodstock, will view pad- 
docks from which champions in these great ele- 
ments of animal husbandry have come; the pro- 
duction of Hampshire sheep and Hereford cattle 
‘as well as race horses having played a part in 
rounding out a busy life. 

Now the result of the knowledge and ex- 
perience of this distinguished sportsman in blood- 
stock breeding will be available to all who wish 
to profit by a lifetime of patient and progressive 
experimentation. 

The yearlings will be sold next August at 
Saratoga.

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WINTER RACING 


HE St. John’s Park meeting closes Saturday 
and Agua Caliente ends on the following day. 
The Agua Caliente Cup next Sunday will be the 
final stakes race of the winter. The next day 
Bowie will open with a charity day and the win- 
ter will be officially ended, so far as racing is 
concerned. Mike Hall’s victory in the Agua Cali- 
ente Handicap was the season’s climax, and old 
Mike made the climax dramatic enough for the 
most rhetorical of the Turf scribes. Jefferson 
Park closed Saturday, March 21, after dragging 
out a week’s extension during which $500 purses 
were run, enabling a number of horsemen to earn 
railroad fare. 


MIKE HALL’S $100,000 TRIUMPH. 

A gelding which once was a selling plater son 
of a $250 mare, ran a great race to win the 
second running of the $100,000 added Agua 
Caliente Handicap Sunday, March 22. The 7- 
year-old Mike Hall, which frittered away his 5- 
year-old season in a fruitless trip to England 
and was prevented by training difficulties from 
finishing his campaign last year, was brought up 
to the big race in perfect condition by Walter 
W. Taylor, brother of Tommy Taylor, who 
trained Victorian for his victory last year in the 
first running of the handicap. He earned an even 
$100,000, the world’s largest prize offered for 
3-year-olds and up, by finishing a neck in front 
of the Audley Farm’s The Choctaw, to which he 
was conceding 24 pounds. Mike’s weight was 
116, The Choctaw’s 92. Two lengths behind the 
second horse came the Northway Stable’s Plucky 
Play (110), with Rodney and Lloyd Pantages’ 
Alexander Pantages (105) fourth, a head farther 
back. Four lengths back of “Alec” came W. S. 
Kilmer’s Sun Beau (129), 3 to 5 favorite in the 
mutuels and favorite in the winter book since the 
beginning. In order finished Ervast (108), 
Pigeon Hole (113), Caruso (110), Lady Broad- 
cast (113) and Sandy Ford (108). 

Eleven races were on the program ahead of 
the Agua Caliente Handicap, and two came after 
it. Twenty-five thousand persons were on the 
grounds, at an admission fee of $5 for men and 
$4 for women with an additional $4 to the club- 
house. The handicap field went to the post at 
5:19:30 p. m. Pacific time, and waited four and a 
half minutes while Caruso cut up. Once the Coe 
colt broke some of his equipment and the jockeys 
dismounted while repairs were made. The start 
was good. Ervast took the lead, attended by H. 
P. Headley’s Pigeon Hole, Mike Hall’s stablemate. 
Now Pigeon Hole led and Mike was last. Sun 
Beau was sent through a narrow opening by 
Coltiletti and came out on top to take a lead of 
a length and a half on the backstretch, with The 
Choctaw second. The Choctaw moved up on 
Sun Beau, cut his lead, passed him in the stretch 
as Plucky Play and Alexander Pantages made 
game challenges. But Steve O’Donnell now let 
old Mike Hall loose with a great burst of speed 
and he steadily drew up on and passed The 
Choctaw to win by a neck. 

Mike Hall broke the track record set in last 
year’s Agua Caliente Handicap by Victorian, 
trimming a fifth of a second from the old mark. 
The time was :23, :46 4-5, 1:11 1-5, 1:36 3-5, 2:03. 
R. M. Eastman, as owner of the winner, receives 
$100,000. The $100,000 added and the nomina- 
tion and starting fees fell $200 short of making 
the winner’s prize $100,000, and the Agua Cali- 


ente Jockey Club, in accordance with its guar- 
antee, paid the extra $200. The Choctaw earned 
$10,000, Plucky Play $5,000, and Alexander 
Pantages $2,500.

Mike Hall did not race at two. He ran in 
claiming races early in his 3-year-old form, but 
soon revealed stakes class, winning the Latonia 
Cup Handicap in his last race of the year and 
setting an American record of 3:48 3-5 for two 
and a quarter miles. At four he won the Dixie, 
Great Lakes, Washington and Latonia Cup Han- 
dicaps. The following year, after winning two 
races in America, Trainer Taylor took him to 
England on a flying trip in an effort to win the 
Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire. He finished - 
unplaced in both races, but ran well. Last year 
he ran four races and was taken out of training 
because he appeared to have a weak tendon. 
After a rest at Beaumont Farm he was brought 
up to his best form for the Agua Caliente Han- 
dicap. Trainer Taylor deserves full credit for 
a remarkable bit of training. Mike and his 
stablemates are expected at Beaumont Farm late 
this week. 


*Clonakilty was bought at Newmarket in 
September, 1916, by Howard Oots, of Lexington, 
for $250. She raced and won one race in Cuba 
at three and later was purchased by C. J. Fitz 
Gerald for $250, the filly Oeneothera also being 
included in the purchase. Mr. Fitz Gerald sold 
the two fillies for $400, bought them back the 
next fall and sold them again, this time for 
$1,250. A year later he bought them again for. 
$2,500, brought them to Kentucky and sold them 
to Mr. Eastman for $5,000. *Clonakilty has pro- 
duced, besides Mike Hall, the winners Solomon’s 
Kilts and Peggy Mac and the maiden Adalor T., 
which inherited so much cussedness from his 
dam that he was a task for his trainers. Mr. 
Eastman named Mike Hall for a printer who 
was one of the founders of Mr. Eastman’s print- 
ing house in Chicago and was for years a trusted 
employee. Mr. Headley purchased Mike Hall 
and owned him through his 3- and 4-year-old 
form, then resold him to Mr. Eastman. 

Catamount, Mike Hall’s second dam, is dam of 
the winners Catamaran (four seasons), Catling, 
Lomount and Ferryhill. Her dam, Catscradle, 
won the Derby Gold Cup and Newmarket October 
Handicap. Catscradle’s only other living foal died 
at three. She was half-sister to winners and dams 
of winners. It is the Agnes family. 

Mike Hall now rates third among the leading 
money-winning American geldings. His com- 


parative standing will be seen from the following 
table:

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A 20-YEAR-OLD BET WON. 


There is a grey-haired story about the old 
negro with the wonderful memory. The Devil, 
disguised as a man, approached the old negro 
as he was mowing the courthouse lawn and said: 
“Do you like eggs?’”’ ‘“Yassuh,” the old man re- 
plied. The Devil walked away and 20 years later 
came back in the same guise and asked: “How?” 
The old negro looked up, recognized his ques- 
‘ttioner, and answered: “Fried.” 

Trainer Joe Byrne has no such memory. If he 
did, he would have had no trouble figuring out a 
telegram he received last week at his home in 
Jamaica, Long Island. The telegram was: “I 
have done it, and am not through yet. I want 
that suit and overcoat. Bill.” 

Rereading didn’t do any good. The trainer 
could not imagine what it meant or what Bill 
sent it. It was not until he stopped in with a 
group of horsemen and heard one of them say 
the Mayor of Laurel had won a race that he had 
a clue to the telegram’s meaning. Then it 
dawned upon him that in 1911 he had bet Jockey 
W. Obert a suit of clothes and an overcoat 
against a cigar that Bill would not ride a winner 
20 years from that time. Obert had been riding 
10 years when the bet was made. It looked like 
a cinch to Byrne. 

The winner which settled the bet was Justa 
Sheik, a 2-year-old maiden, which took the first 
race at St. John’s Park March 16 and paid $65.70 
for $2. Obert, who won’t tell his age, but is sup- 
posed to be on the far side of 50, was rather 
spry in stepping to the telegraph office after his 
victory. 


M’LENNAN RESIGNS AT JEFFERSON. 


Joseph McLennan, racing secretary for various 
Illinois, Maryland and Louisiana race tracks, has 
resigned as racing secretary at Jefferson Park, 
New Orleans. Announcement from that city ex- 
plained that he was giving up his Jefferson Park 
position to obtain more time for handling his 
office with the Arlington Park Jockey Club. 
Horsemen made guesses that another reason was 
the fact that the Louisiana Jockey Club, opera- 
tors of the Fair Grounds, have made it a policy to 
employ a staff of men none of whom is in the 
‘employ of the Jefferson Parish Fair Association, 
operating Jefferson Park. 


RIVERSIDE MEETING ANNOUNCED. 

William P. Kyne, of San Francisco, lessee of 
Riverside Park at Kansas City, Mo., is adver- 
tising a meeting of 25 days or more under the 
auspices of the Kansas City Jockey Club, begin- 
ning May 9. An office will be opened April 1 in 
the Muehlebach Hotel, Kansas City. 


VANCOUVER’S OPENING DATE. 


Dates have not been announced for racing at 
the courses at Vancouver, British Columbia, but 
R. F. Leighton, secretary of the Vancouver Thor- 
oughbred Association, operating Brighouse, Lans- 
downe and Hastings Parks, reports that the open- 
ing probably will be June 27. There will be 35 
days of racing in Vancouver, 14 days at Brig- 
house, 14 at Lansdowne and seven at Hastings 
Park.

NEW YORK 


WIDENER TALKS FOR MUTUELS. 


OSEPH E. WIDENER has made news in three 

states in three weeks. After his return to New 
York from Florida and Kentucky, he gave out to 
the press that he had talked with Govenor Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and Lieutenant Governor Leh- 
man some time previously and had stated to 
them certain reasons for the legalization of pari- 
mutuel betting in New York. Mr. Widener’s 
support of pari-mutuels for New York surprised 
horsemen. As _ vice-chairman of The Jockey 
Club, which controls New York racing and has 
been steadily opposed to any agitation for mu- 
tuels, it was generally supposed that he shared 
the opinions of other members of The Jockey 
Club on this subject. In announcing his stand, 
Mr. Widener took pains to explain that he de- 
sired to maintain the sport upon its present no- 
commercialization basis, as at Saratoga and Bel- 
mont Park, both of which are operated without 
profit. The increased revenue from pari-mutuels 
would enable these two great tracks better to 
meet the competition of mutuel-supported tracks 
in other states. 

Governor Roosevelt, questioned by the press 
concerning his talk with Mr. Widener, comment- 
ed: “I have no comment to make.” 

William Woodward, chairman of The Jockey 
Club, told Henry V. King, of The New York Sun, 
that Mr. Widener had expressed a persona! opin- 
ion and had not spoken for The Jockey Club. 
Said Mr. Woodward: “The Jockey Club is op- 
posed to any change in the laws governing horse 
racing in this state. We are perfectly satisfied 
with conditions as they are and would oppose 
any effort to legalize the pari-mutuel system in 
New York. Racing in New York is conducted 
as a sport and we are unalterably opposed to any- 
thing that would tend to commercialize it. The 
Jockey Club does not regulate gambling.” 


NEW RACING PAPER STARTED. 

On March 30, the opening day of the racing 
season in the North, the Daily Racing Star, a new- 
comer to racing journalism, is exnected to make 


_its appearance in New York. The new paper, 


which will be published bv the Equipoise Pub- 
lishing Corporation, 200 Varick Street, has for 
managing editor the ranting, dynamic, spectacu- 
lar Roi Tolleson. who a few years ago brought 
Daily Running Horse to a prominent place in the 
eastern racing field. Theodore Epstein, formerly 
circulation manager for Daily Running Horse, is 
president and general manager of the new 
“sheet.”” Other racing dailies in New York (and 
all over the country), including Daily Running 
Horse and The Morning Telegraph, are controlled 
by Daily Racing Form.

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KENTUCKY 


RACING COMMISSION MEETS. 

ITH four of its five members present and 

Chairman Polk Laffoon presiding, the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission met in the Phoe- 
nix Hotel, Lexington, at noon Saturday, March 
21. The absent member was William E. Smith, 
of Louisville. Approval of officials for the race 
meetings for 1931 at Lexington, Louisville and 
Latonia tracks, and changes in the rules of rac- 
ing occupied the Commission’s time and atten- 
tion. 

The rosters of officials will be the same as 
last year, with the exception that C. Bruce Head 
is named to serve as a steward at Louisville and 
Latonia instead of Samuel C. Nuckols. Mr. Head 
formerly was owner of Waldeck Stud at Crest- 
wood, Ky. He served as a steward the first year 
at Raceland. Afterward he was one of the build- 
ers and was general manager of Fairmount Park. 
When the present owners took over Fairmount 
Park, Mr. Head became resident manager at Lin- 
coln Fields. It is not stated whether he will con- 
tinue in that capacity. He is a clean, high-class 
man, but it remains to be seen whether he will 
have the astuteness and assertiveness of the man 
he is succeeding. 

Just why Mr. Nuckols has been let out is not 
made public. While he was not altogether popu- 
lar, and while his passing from the scene will 
bring pleasure to a number of persons, particu- 
larly wrong doers, it would appear that the step 
has not been well taken. It seems weakening 
rather than strengthening. It appears to be an 


acknowledgment of the power of politics in the - 


conduct of Kentucky racing. Elijah Hogg could 
have been replaced with another—almost any 
other—and the stewards’ stand would have been 
strengthened. This is said without prejudice and 
without meaning to belittle Mr. Hogg. He very 
likely would admit that he knows very little more 
now about the technique of horse racing than the 
day he was put on the pay roll and given the 
title “steward,” at the request of his good friend 
and fellow townsman, Senator Allie W. Young, 
of Morehead, who as the game has been played 
in Kentucky, is entitled to all the recognition he 
has ever received. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE, along with the rest of those 
who place the welfare of the sport of racing 
above the personal preferences and concerted acts 
of those in control, is still hopeful that there will 
come a day when we may see in the Kentucky 
stands highly competent men who will adminis- 
ter the rules without fear or favor and with no 
ear inclined toward any voice save that of con- 
science. 

Formerly there were three stewards. When 
politics required the naming and paying of a 
fourth man, a rule (263) was written to require 
one of the stewards to station himself outside the 
stand and to report his observations to those in 
the stewards’ stand immediately after the run- 
ning of each race. The Commission repealed that 
rule. 

Another rule repealed was that (78) reading: 
“There shall be no race exclusively for 2-year- 
olds at a greater distance than one mile.” 

The following was eliminated from the rule 
(94) requiring riders to be named and equip- 
ment stated at the time of making entry of a 
horse: “The name of the jockey who rode the 
said horse in his previous start shall also be 
printed on the program, as well as equipment 
used in previous race.” 


Rule 126, concerning the creation of a list of 
eligibles, or a preferred list, of horses eliminated 
by lot from races wherein the number of entries 
exceeds 12, was rewritten to read: 


“The racing secretary shall keep a list of horses 
eliminated from these races, and they are to have 
precedence in any race of a similar distance and 
claiming price that they may be entered in there- 
after. Should a horse be eliminated twice con- 
secutively, he shall have preference over any and 
all entries. An allowance of $250 shall be allowed 
each way in claiming race, except in scale races 
where the lowest claiming price is $2,500, when 
there shall be an allowance of $500 each way. 
When a horse’s name appears in the entries and 
is also entered for the following day, such entry 
will be given no consideration on the preferred 
list. 

“Owners of horses on the preferred list must 
make claim of preference at the time of entry, 
and such signed entry must bear the words ‘pre- 
ferred.’ The stewards will adjust no claims that 
do not comply with this regulation.” 

Chairman Laffoon stated that the Commission 
will meet again Saturday, March 28, at Coving- 
ton, at which time consideration will be given to . 
changes in the rule (207) governing claiming 
races. The suggested changes are: 

The word ‘‘by” shall be inserted after the word 
“or” in the third line. 

All of the following shall be omitted: “Ali 
horses may be claimed. for the selling price plus 
the gross money added by the Association to a 
purse or stakes.” 

Instead the following shall appear in the rule: 
“All horses may be claimed for the entered claim- 
ing price.” 

The words “or judges” are to be inserted after 
the word “stewards” in the second line of the 
third paragraph. 

The effect of the three proposed changes is (1) 
to make certain the right of his or her authorized 
agent to claim for an owner; (2) to decrease the 
amount necessary to be deposited with the secre- 
tary when claiming a horse, and, by the same 
token, to decrease the amount an owner may re- 
ceive for his or her claimed horse, and (3) to 
give the judges co-power with the stewards to 
require anyone suspected of claiming for the ac- 


‘count of another to make an affidavit that the 


claim is for himself. 

The Commission reappointed John B. Mc- 
Laughlin, of Lexington, to be supervisor of pari- 
mutuels, and L. A. Lentz, of Covington, to be 
telegraph censor. These are the only appoint- 
ments the Commission makes. The others are 
appointed by the racing associations with the 
Commission’s approval, they being: 

Stewards: T. C. Bradley and J. J. Graddy, at 
Lexington; T. C. Bradley, C. Bruce Head, Elijah 
Hogg and Charles F. Price, at Churchill Downs 
and Latonia.

Clerk of the Scales: L. C. Bogenschutz at Lex- 
ington; S. H. McMeekin at Churchill Downs and 
Latonia.

Maurice Galvin, of Covington, presented the 
lists of officials for Churchill Downs and Latonia, 
and Thomas S. Scott presented the list for Lex- 
ington. 


WIDENER NOT INTERESTED 

While in Lexington prior to his going to Miami 
for the recent successful race meeting at Hia- 
leah Park, Joseph E. Widener was approached 
with an inquiry as to whether or not he would be 
sufficiently interested in Kentucky and Illinois 
racing to purchase a block of the stock of the 
American Turf Association, or if he could be in- 
terested in the purchase of the Churchill Downs 
and Latonia plants from the American Turf As- 
sociation. He stated that his racing and breed- 
ing activities in New York, Kentucky, Florida 
and France are pleasureable and sufficient and 
that he could not be interested in acquiring other 
properties of stock in companies controlling other 
properties, as suggested. 


The Courier-Journal (Louisville) got an ink- 
ling of this last week and on Thursday, March 19, 
published a half column on its front page under 
a scare head, reading: “Race Tracks In Ken- 
tucky Up For Sale. Widener Says He Refused 
Turf Association Proposal 60 Days Ago. Lacks 
Time, He Says. Property Formerly Owned By 
Kentucky Jockey Club Put On Market.” 

Speaking for the American Turf Association, 
S. F. Peabody, of Chicago, said, concerning The 


Courier-Journal’s article, that none of the com-~ 


pany’s property in Kentucky has been offered 
for sale “nor will be.”” Bob Saxton, of The Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer, has said that what was offered 
Mr. Widener was approximately 100,000 shares of 
the 480,000 shares of the American Turf Associa- 
tion stock. 

The approximately 100,000 shares were hy- 
pothecated by J. B. Brown and others with the 
defunct National Bank of Kentucky, now in the 
hands of a receiver, who ultimately will dispose 
of the stock. The latest quotation on the stock 
of the American Turf Association in over-coun- 
ter transactions at Louisville is $7.50 bid for 200 
shares. Par value of the stock is $25.

Thomas, himself a well known horseman and a 
former member of the State Senate of Kentucky, 
is attending to the farm. 


NEW YORKER RACING RECRUIT. 


C. W. Greene, New York City electrical con- 
tractor, was a recent guest at Clyde Van Dusen’s 
Few Acres Farm, near Lexington, and while 
there bought two horses for racing in Kentucky 
and “the West” this year. They are Prince T., 
2-year-old bay gelding by Prince Pal—Dulce 
Tokalon, and Big Bo, 3-year-old bay colt by Bo 
McMillan—Beautiful Girl. Prince T. is brother 
to the winner Prince Tokalon, and Big Bo is 
half-brother to the winners Torch Boy and The 
Competitor. These two purchases mark the en- 
try of Mr. Greene into the sport of racing.

*CHARLEBELLE DIES. 


B. JONES had the misfortune March 18 to 
e lose his lovely mare, *Charlebelle (Oaks win- 
ner of $33,500), as the result of impacted bowels at 
Audley Farm. Everything possible was done to 
save her. *Charlebelle, black, foaled 1917, was 
bred in England by A. P. Cunliffe and was by 
Charles O’Malley, out of Bushey Belle, by Bushey 
Park, running back to Wilful, own sister to the 
Derby winners Whalebone and Whisker and to 
Web and Wire, ancestresses of many sterling per- 
formers. *Charlebelle was retired to the stud in 
England in 1923 and her first produce in 1924 was 
Scotch Bluebelle, by Alan Breck. She was re- 
tired to the stud in England in 1928 without 
racing. Her second was *International II, by 
Buchan. He was a stakes winner in England at 
both two and three years old, raced without win- 
ning in this country last year, and is now in the 
stud in Virginia. Her third foal, in 1926, was Sir 
Percivale, by Prince Galahad, a winner in Italy. 
*Charlebelle was covered in 1926 by Buchan and 
brought to this country and the following year 
foaled Lillabelle, which raced three times un- 
placed at two and twice unplaced at three last 
year. In 1928 she produced Highland Belle, by 
High Cloud. Highland Belle won once, placed 
once and third once in four starts last year. 
*Charlebelle was purchased privately by Mr. 
Jones, through the British Bloodstock Agency, 
in 1925. The price was not made public, but it 
is known to have been considerably more than 
the $20,000 for which at the time of her death 
she was insured with the Car and General Insur- 
ance Corporation, Limited, of London. 


MAMSELLE IS DESTROYED. 


Dr. George Bolling Lee, of New York, whose 
farm is at Virginia, sent four of his mares— 
Mamselle, Pinch o’ Snuff, Queen of the Blues 
and Outcast—in a motor van to Lexington to be 
mated with stallions in this vicinity. En route a 
terrific snow storm was encountered and progress 
could not be made on account of drifts without 
detouring something like 100 miles over a none 
too good road. The mares were out five days 
before arriving at destination. They were badly 
cut and bruised and very fatigued. Mamselle, 
chestnut, 1923, by St. Rock, out of Veuve Clic- 
quot (dam of Oceanic), by *McGee, she out of 
Intrigue, by Kingston, next dam Pink Domino 
(dam of Sweep and half-sister to *Royal Rose, 
dam of Pennant), by Domino, failed to respond to 
treatment. Her hock joints opened as the result 
of loss of bruised flesh. She got down and could 
not be assisted to her feet. On Saturday last 
she was humanely destroyed by Dr. Charles A. 
Hagyard with the consent of the owner and the 
Car and General Insurance Corporation, of Lon- 
don, with which she was insured for $3,000. 


ALMADEL’S FIRST FOALS. 


The first foals sired by Almadel, a young stal- 
lion by Ultimus—Susy Lass, by *Meddler, have 
arrived at the Rockledge Farm of R. L. Jurden 
at Martin City, Mo., where Almadel is standing. 
Both are chestnut colts, one out of Bright Leaf, 
by Bulse, and the other out of *Blanche Epine, by 
Badajoz. Mr. Jurden reports that both are of 
splendid conformation and good bone and is de- 
lighted with the first showing of his young stal- 
lion. 


SHANDON STUD DISPERSAL. 

The Thoroughbred stud which the late Gifford 
A. Cochran established at Shandon Farm, Lex- 
ington, was an unqualified success within a few 
years after its founding. Mr. Cochran assembled 
there a set of stallions and mares which were 
calculated to produce high-class horses to race 
in his colors, but his untimely death placed these 
on the market. They will be sold by E. J. 
Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany, at Shandon Farm on Friday, May 15. 

There are four stallions and 31 mares. 

The sires are Flying Ebony, Coventry, Sun 
Flag and Genie. Flying Ebony is a black horse, 
foaled in 1922, by The Finn out of Princess 
Mary, by Hessian, a winner of the Kentucky 
Derby. Already he has sired the first-class horse 
Flying Heels, winner of 10 races at two and three 
and never worse than second. Coventry, winner 
of the Preakness, foaled in 1922, is a black horse 
by *Negofol out of Sun Queen. His first foals 
were of racing age in 1929 and included the 
stakes winner Hand to Hand and the speedy Miss 
Bess. Sun Flag, by *Sun Briar out of Private 
Flag, holds the Latonia record for six furlongs. 
He also won the Travers Stakes and sired the. 
1930 stakes winners Sunny Lassie and Helianthus. 

All of these sires are well bred, were stakes 
winners and are all young. 

The mares at Shandon Farm were carefully 
selected by the late Mr. Cochran and some of 
them gained renown as producers. Livonia is 
the dam of The Finn. Fairy Wand, a stakes- 
winning daughter of *Star Shoot and Countess 
Wanda, is the dam of the stakes winners Genie 
and Epithet. Heeltaps, daughter of Ultimus, is 
the dam of Flying Heels and is in foal to Sun 
Flag. A most attractive mare is Circlet, now 
seven years old, by Whisk Broom II out of the 
Disguise mare Court Dress in foal to *Chicle. 
Buckram, foaled in 1926, is by the English sire 
Buchan out of *Captured. This mare cost Mr. 
Cochran $41,000 as a yearling and she is in foal 
to Flying Ebony. Another attractive mare is 
Acquittal, foaled in 1929, by Broomstick out of 
Early Rose. Silencia, foaled in 1918, is a full 
sister to Sting’s sire, Spur, by King James out 
of Auntie Mum. *Maid of Athens, foaled in 1919, 
by Sardanapale out of Soda, is a sister to *Cot- 
logomor. She is in foal to Pennant, which makes 
her more attractive. Another excellent individual 
is Princess Palatine, foaled in 1919, by *Prince 
Palatine out of Frizette. 

It is only at dispersal sales that mares bred 
like these can be purchased. The late Mr. 
Cochran devoted 15 years to assembling this stud 
and with the bloodstock market suffering from 
the prevailing financial depression there will 
doubtless be numerous bargains secured at 
this sale. 


IRISH SON OF *EPINARD. 


C. J. Fitz Gerald, when he arrived in Lexing- 
ton last week, announced that he had received 
word that Fret, young mare by Tracery—Wen- 
dela, by William the Third, had foaled a black 
filly by *Epinard at Capt. Arthur Boyd-Roch- 
fort’s Middleton Lodge Stud, Castletowngeogheg- 
han, Ireland. The mare is the property of J. G. 
Lang, of Buffalo, whose stable is now in train- 
ing at Lexington. She was bought for him by 
Mr. Fitz Gerald for $11,000 at the Newmarket 
sales two years ago. Fret is half-sister to the 
young sire *Bucellas, standing at Robert J. 


Walden’s farm at Middleburg, Maryland. She 
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ran four times and broke down when running 
head-and-head with Toboggan near the finish of 
the 1928 Oaks. She has a yearling colt by Fore- 
runner which will be brought to America next 
fall for racing here. The *Epinard filly is also 
destined for American racing. Fret goes next 
to Warden of the Marches, son of Phalaris. 


DEATH OF TIFFIN. 

The brilliant, unbeaten Tiffin, five years old, by 
Tetratema, out of Dawn Wind, died at the Stetch- 
worth Stud, Newmarket, England, March 7, the 
result of peritonitis setting up after the perfora- 
tion of a bowel. On February 17 Tiffin had 
foaled a filly (her only produce) by Blandford. 
It had been given to a foster mother and is 
thriving. Tiffin was bred by the late Sir John 
Rutherford and was purchased by Lord Elles- 
mere as a foal for $5,500 on the same day that 
the late Lord Dewar paid $26,500 for her dam. 
Tiffin won her eight races and earned $80,000. 
Mr. Jinks, Le Phare and *Royal Minstrel were 
among the horses she defeated. It was in the 
July Cup that she defeated *Royal Minstrel and 
he made her run the six furlongs over the grass 
of the Exeter Course at Newmarket in 1:12 1-5 
(a new record) to do it by a head. 


LON JONES BUYS FOR FAIR. 

Lon Jones, owner of the National Stud, St. 
Matthews, Ky., came to Lexington Monday of 
this week and bought privately from Edward 
Haughton the 19-year-old bay stallion, For Fair, 
by Fair Play—*Fairy, by St. Frusquin, and has 
transferred him to his farm. Mr. Jones was the 
contending bidder for this horse at the dispersal 
sale at Golden Maxim Place October 14 last of 
the Thoroughbreds belonging to the estate of the 
late Thomas M. Murphy. He has nine mares, 
nearly all in foal to For Fair. In fact, the first 
foal of the year at his farm is a bay filly by For 
Fair out of Ethel J., which came last Sunday. 
Mr. Jones also has a very fast 2-year-old by For 
Fair out of Kiva (dam of Maxiva), by *Sempro- 
nius. For Fair is the sire of a number of win- 
ners, including the stakes winners Mr. Gaiety, 
Capitol, and Doc Gaiety. 


GALOSHES AT CREEKVIEW. 

Crispin Oglebay, of Cleveland, O., has sent his 
mare Galoshes, by Thunderer, out of Slippers, 
by *Meddler, to Tollie Young’s Creekview Farm, 
Paris, Ky. She has at heel a grand looking bay 
colt by Kai-Sang, and is to be mated this year to 
Peter Pan. Galoshes is half-sister to Polly 
Flinders, by Burgomaster, and Polly Flinders 
produced Prudery (dam of Victorian and Whisk- 
ery), Prudish, Prudent, and likewise Macaw 
from visits to Peter Pan. It seems an attractive 
mating.

The addition of four days to the schedule 
brings the number of days of racing at Mary- 
land’s major tracks up to 96.

Ritchie has announced his intention of asking the 
legislature to add $24,000 more to the fund by 
waiving the $6,000 daily license imposed by the 
State.

THE GRAND NATIONAL. 


HE field for the Grand National Steeplechase 

this year will probably be the smallest in 
several years, with perhaps only a little over 
40 starters. At the last declaration date only 
49 were left on the eligible list, of which 11 are 
owned by Americans. At last accounts, John 
Hay Whitney’s Easter Hero was equal choice 
with Ballasport at odds of 7 to 1. Sir Lindsay, 
another owned by John Hay Whitney, is also 
receiving good support. 

Rhyticere, owned by Victor Emanuel, last week 
won the Select Handicap Steeplechase over a 
distance of three miles and 125 yards. The crack 
young steeplechaser Gib was second and Swift 
Rowland third. The next day, Friday, Capt. R. 
B. Moseley rode his own Grand National entry, 
Slieve Grien, to victory in the Grand Military 
Gold Cup Steeplechase, three miles and 125 
yards, beating Desert Chief, which a short while 
back humbled Easter Hero in a close race. 

American-owned horses in the probable field 
are R. K. Mellon’s Alike and Glangesia, J. H. 
Whitney’s Easter Hero and Sir Lindsay, M. D. 
Blair’s Ballyhanwood and Great Span, Victor 
Emanuel’s Rhyticere and Royal Arch II, Gordon 
Selfridge’s Ruddyman, Mrs. Chester Beatty’s 
Swift Rowland and Stephen Sanford’s Sandy 
Hook. 


MILLIONAIRE It WINS MURAT STAKES. 


The Murat Stakes, a steeplechase handicap of 
two miles and seven furlongs, worth $4,000, was 
the principal attraction for Sunday last at the 
fashionable Auteuil course in France. A large 
crowd was out in fine raiment in perfect weather. 
The winner was Jules Fribourg’s Millionaire II, 
a 5-year-old bay or brown horse by Gros Papa, 
out of Mezieres, by Bonspiel II, out of Mine d’Or, 
by Lutin. The margin of victory was three 
lengths better than Golden Ring, with Poisson 
ad’ Avril third. 


DEATH OF PROMINENT IRISH BREEDER. 


A. Lowry, a fine type of sportsman, who farmed 
on a large scale and bred many famous Thor- 
oughbred horses, died March 9 at his residence, 
Bachelor’s Lodge, Navan, Ireland. One of the 
best judges of a Thoroughbred in his country, he 
paid $500 for Tredennis at Newmarket and col- 
lected a fortune in stud fees. Mr. Lowry bred 
Bachelor’s Button, Bachelor’s Double, Bachelor’s 
Hope and Pons Asinorum, winners of a number 
of important races, to say nothing of numerous 
others not so good, but better than the average. 
He was popularly called “Lucky” Lowry. 


AUSTRALIAN CUP WINNER. 

The Australian Cup, decided on March 7, this 
year was won by J. S. Brunton’s Carry On, 10 
to 1, by a length and a half, from H. P. Mc- 
Lachlin’s White Nose, 20 to 1, two lengths better 
than J. M. Cumming’s St. Mary, 7 to 1. 


PHAR LAP’S DEFEAT. 

Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE know that Phar 
Lap, Australia’s wonder horse, was sensationally 
beaten, after he had won his fourteenth consecu- 
tive race, at Flemington, March 7, by Water 
Line. Now we have the news, via London, that 
it was in the C. M. Lloyd Stakes, a weight-for- 
age event, at one mile, and that Walter Line’s 
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margin of victory was a neck. Water Line was 
bred in Australia by the late Sir George Clifford, 
being by The Ace (imported from England), out 
of Sailor’s Hope, also bred by Sir George. 


T. K. LAIDLAW’S DISPERSAL. 


No high prices were bid at the sale of horses 
owned by T. K. Laidlaw, the Misses Laidlaw and 
James Daily at Abbey Lodge, Castleknock, 
County Dublin, February 26. Eagle’s Pet, a 
6-year-old gelding by Romus—tEthel’s Pet, sold 
for $5,000 to Mr. Bingham. Broodmares were 
cheap, the highest price being $350. 


THE LONG-HAIRED LEPPER. 


Gyi Lovam!, the Czecho-Slovakian jumper 
which came to England to win this year’s Grand 
National but showed up poorly in his first start 
in that country, is the shaggiest beast on Eng- 
land’s race courses. He “possesses a coat that 
could be envied by a Teddy Bear,” says The Daily 
Herald (London). In Czecho-Slovakia horses 
are not clipped. 


PRACTICAL LIGHT HORSE BREEDING. 


Major John F. Wall’s splendid article on “Prac- 
tical Light Horse Breeding,” which ran in 13 
issues of THE BLOOD-HORSE from May 31 to Au- 
gust 23, inclusive, last year, is to be published in 
book form. This announcement came last week 
from the American Remount Association, which 
has undertaken publication, and which “especial- 
ly commends the volume to those who have had 
little experience in breeding or opportunity to 
observe correct practices in the operation of stock 
farms.” It is further well said that Major Wall 
“has accomplished in a way to make his book 
one of vital interest and particular value to all 
who are ambitious to undertake the breeding of 
riders, hunters or jumpers,” his purpose “to de- 
scribe the actual processes of breeding and rais- 
ing good horses on successful stock farms as 
practiced in the blue grass region of Kentucky.”

The present volume, which has been 
revised and brought up to date, is offered in re- 
sponse to this demand, and as a contribution, by 
a lover of horses, to the encouragement of the 
breeding of better types of the noblest of all 
domesticated animals. 

“The size of the volume—about 250 pages— 
will be 54%4x8% inches, printed on heavy enam- 
eled paper, bound in Novelex, with gold stamp- 
ing on sides and back bone, and with 92 half- 
tone illustrations. 

“The edition will be limited to 500 copies, and 
sell for $3.50 per copy. The volume will be ready 
for distribution in April, 1931.”
